At 
the present time we seek to broad- 
en and extend these social secur- 
ity programs and to enact a com- 
prehensive national health and 
disability insurance program for 
all our people, including veterans,

Cutback on Hospitals. 

The President probably will en- 
counter strong opposition in ‘Con- 
gress to his proposal to cut down 
on new hospitals for veterans.

Truman warried, however, that if 
the cotton, wheat and corn crops 
should be as large as these in 
1948, expenditures of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation would 
be “considerably larger” in fiscal 
year 1950 than he had estimated.

Estimates of Revenue.

“The development of electrical 
and propulsive power from atomic 
energy is a major objective.

ON U.S, INCOME TAX 
ESTIMATES FOR ’48 


The deadline for filing declara- 
tions of estimated federal income 
tax for 1948 by certain taxpayers 
will be next Monday, Jan. 17, in- 
stead of the usual Jan. 15, Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector James P. 


Finnegan announced today. The 
extension results from the fact 
that Jan. 15 this year falls on a 
Saturday. 

This filing date is of special 
importance to farmers, since they 
were excused by law from filing 
their 1948 declarations earlier. 
Many business and professional 
men, investors, self-employed per- 
sons and others ‘who were re- 
quired to file declarations last 
spring, but who now wish to 
change their estimates by filing 
amended declarations, have until 
next Monday to do so. 

Finnegan pointed out that many 
of these taxpayers can “kill two 
birds with one stone” by filing 
their fina] 1948 tax returns instead 
of a declaration. In other words, 
a farmer required to file an 
original declaration now, or a 
business man desiring to file an 
amended declaration at this time, 
can substitute his regular return 
on Form 1040, which he might 
otherwise wait to file as late as 
March 15. If he files his return 
and pays the tax in full by next 
Monday, the task of preparing and 
filing the 1948 declaration or 
\amended declaration can be elimi- 
‘nated. .

Responsible British diplomatic 
sources said Britain will not lodge 
a complaint with the Security 
Council over loss of the planes. 

Israeli Counter-Protest. 

Israel has handed a United Na- 
tions official a protest of its own 
against the landing of British 
troops at Agaba, Trans-Jordan's 
Red Sea port. 

The protest said the “presence 
of British troops at Aqaba can 


have no purpose but to threaten 
Israel's territory in the southern 
part of the Negeb.” It was con- 
tained in a letter sent by Dr, Wal- 
ter Eytan, director general of the 
Israeli Foreign Office, to Henri 
Vigier, the representative in Haifa 
of Acting Mediator Ralph J. 
Bunche. 

The letter declared the British 
action constituted “unilateral in- 
tervention in the Palestine con- 
flict.” It asked that U.N. observers 
be sent to the area to see if the 
British make any frontier cross- 
ings into Israeli territory. 

Aqaba—a key strategic point in 
the Middle East—is near the junc- 
tion of the borders of Trans-Jor- 
dan, Palestine, Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia. 

A Tel Aviv informant said to- 
day that Israe] will accuse Brit- 
ain before the United Nations of 
violating the U.N, truce in Pales- 
tine, 

British Foreign Office 
spokesman here described as “im- 
pertinence” Israel's protest against 
the movement of British troops to 
Aqaba, 

The spokesman said he could 
not confirm reports that Russia 
has offered to help Israel. Such 
an offer was referred to by the 
Manchester Guardian in an edi- 
torial criticizing the Foreign Of- 
fice as following a Mid-East pol- 
icy which plays into Russia's 
hands,

Two British frigates sailed early 
yesterday from Malta to Cyprts, 
near the Palestine coast, An Ad- 
miralty spokesman said the air- 
craft carrier Triumph and the 
cruiser Phoebe, which have been 
cruising the Mediterraneafi, have 
been recalled to rejoin other Brit- 
ish warships concentrated there. 

A dispatch from the central 
Mediterranean island said shore 
leave for all British sailors has 
been canceled. A brigade of ma- 
rine Commandos was alerted at 
Malta over the weekend for ship- 
ment to an undisclosed British 
base in the Middle East. 

In Amman, a_  Trans-Jordan 
spokesman confirmed yesterday 
that British troops have arrived 
at Aqaba in answer to a Trans- 
Jordan request. The spokesman 
pointed out that the British-Trans- 
Jordan treaty of March 1948 au- 
thorizes either party to ask for 
reinforcements of troops in case 
of “a threat to peace or imminence 
of hostilities,” and said the Trans- 
Jordan Government found it nec- 
essary to invoke that clause. 

Talks Still Scheduled. 

In Cairo, an Egyptian Foreign 
Office spokesman said yesterday 
that Egypt has not asked Britain 
for assistance under the 1936 
British-Egyptian treaty.

The impressive memorial cere- 
mony included a mass at the Car- 
casonne Cathedral where the 
Bishop of Carcasonne officiated 
while French troops mounted 
guard around the casket contain- 
ing Swank’s remains. 

Gen. Revers later conferred the 
Legion of Honor posthumously on 
the American hero as the casket 
was lowered into a crypt in the 
small monument at the lonely 
roadside spot where Swank died. 

Local residents wept as they 
stood on the cold hillside and 
watched the ceremony which hon- 
ored the hero who is claimed by 
five states. 

He was born on Feb. 12, 1921, at 
Cape Girardeau, Mo. and later 
lived in Florida, Illinois, Tennes- 
see and Texas, from where he 
entered the Army following the 
completion of his junior year at 
the University of Texas. 


How He Dieé. 

The mission on which he died 
was his seventeenth parachute 
venture behind enemy lines. He 
harassed enemy communications 
in 16 previous leaps in North Af- 
rica,

In one of our papers I read today 
amongst other comments from abroad 
that the St. Louis Post-Dispatch accuses 
The Netherlands Government of using 
lies to justify her actions!

Would you have accused Gen. Mar- 
shall of lies and bad faith if in utter 
despair he had broken off the negotia- 
tions with Vishinsky and Molotov, who 
kept on teasing him for months and 
slandering the U.S.A.? You there in Mis- 
souri who probably cannot tell one Ori- 
ental from another still might have 
known that Orientals are just as slick 
and faithless as your Russian opponents; 
you might have consulted someone who 
iknows the Orient and the Orientals.

Invitation to Bankruptcy? 


We are going to be calm about Representative 
Halleck’s statement that Mr. Truman’s program 
is an invitation to national bankruptcy. This 
kind of Cassandra-like warning is like a strange 
kind of echo. It was often heard in the period 
from 1933 to 1939 during the Roosevelt New 
Deal. 

Yet for all the apprehension over New Deal 
spending, the public debt rose only from $22,- 
500,000,000 in 1933 to $40,400,000,000 in 1939. 
What Mr. Roosevelt spent to improve the lot 
of the people and to save a sinking economy 
was dwarfed by war expenditures. In _ spite 
of the huge amounts raised by taxes during the 
war, the public debt rose by 1947 to some 250 
billions. 

We have often expressed grave concern over 
this figure, but even it does: not spell national 
bankruptcy. Mr. Truman now proposes, as Mr. 
Halleck calculates, to add 12 billions a year to 
present costs. But an examination of the new 
expenditures shows that they will be bread cast 
upon the waters. They are designed to enrich 
the resources of the United States—both mate- 
rial and human. As against Mr. Halleck’s fig- 
ure, the President asks for a budget only 1.7 
billions higher than last year’s. 

Mr. Halleck cites the $500,000,000 entry for 
the St. Lawrence seaway. as though it were a 
debit; actually, it is calculated to return many 
times the investment in the increase of electric 
power and in facility to navigation. He cites 
public housing. As experience shows, this is 
surely not a dead loss financially, and its values 
in combating juvenile delinquency and other 
evils are beyond calculation. Other items on 
Mr. Halleck’s list, are similarly wealth-producing, 
in one form or-another. 

There is a vast difference between expendi- 
ture for war, which is wholly non-productive, 
and expenditure to stimulate the economy and 
improve the welfare of the American people. 
There is a vast difference between the penny- 
pinching and near-sighted outlook of Mr. Hal- 
leck and the broader views of such of Mr. Tru- 
man’s advisers as Leon Keyserling, whose views 
were expounded in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Mr. Keyserling and his fellow-members of the 
President’s Council of Economic Advisers .look 
for a steadily expanding national economy, us- 
ing governmental instruments to prevent the 
disastrous boom-and-bust cycles of the past. 

We think Mr. Halleck and those of his persua- 
sion should lift up their eyes to the -hills, in- 
stead ef sulking and languishing in the valleys. 
America is still a land of promise; not a 2 per 
cent estate in trust. 
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New Menace in the Middle East? 


The shooting down of five British scout planes 
in the Jewish-Egyptian war zone, the concentra- 
tion of British land forces at Aqaba, and the di- 
version of British battleships to Malta for possi- 
ble sailing to the Palestinian coast cast a new 
uneasiness over the Middle East. 

The prospects for peace in the Holy Land and 
the adjacent Arab kingdoms were never higher 
than last week when the Egyptians finally agreed 
to enter into direct negotiations with the Is- 
raelis. It seemed that at last the contending 
forces were about to work out a settlement— 
something which the UN had been unable to do, 
largely because of British refusal to recognize 
the new Jewish power in Palestine. 

Almost at the same time that the peace nego- 
Aiations were scheduled there came rather mys- 
terious stories from London that Britain was 
about to enter the war on the Egyptian side. 
Now before the negotiators have assembled come 
these war-like moves. Can they be intended to 
put crude pressure on the Jews? Does Lon- 
don hope that they will moderate their demands 
in the sessions which are about to begin? Are 
the demonstrations intended to show the Egyp- 
tians that they need yield little if anything? 

Granted that London has a real interest in the 
Suez Canal and in the Middle Eastern oil lands 
and that therefore it must maintain good rela- 
tions with the tottering Egyptian regime as well 
as with the Arab principalities farther to the 
East. But would it not be bétter to persuade 
them to adjust to the reality of the new Jewish 
state, instead of suggesting that they can in- 
timidate it with British support? 
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For Those Beyond Rent Control 


Renewed rent controls, though necessary, can't 
do as much as ‘they could have done before the 
Eightieth Congress lifted some of the bars. The 
Eighty-first should bear this in mind in consid- 
ering the rent control proposals which the Ad- 
ministration is now drafting—and in considering 
the related subject of housing. 

Many landlords, by remodeling their proper- 
ties, have been able under the present weak law 
to increase their rentals beyond all reason. St. 
Louis rentals have gone up as much as 300 per 
cent in some cases and the inflation has been 
nationwide. Hotels and tourist courts, which 
the new regulations would also control, have been 
affected by the trend toward cutting up living 


high as the traffic will bear. 

Some renters are still protected under the ex- 
isting law and some landlords have only received 
simple justice in rental increases, it is true. But 
there are many, many tenants whose plight has 
become pitiful since they have been forced into 
smaller and smaller places at higher and higher 
rents. 

For them, renewed genuine rent control will 
come too late. Their plight makes it more press- 
ing than ever for Congress to enact adequate 
housing legislation. Their relief from oppres- 
sively high rentals depends on competition—pri- 
vate if possible, public if need be—with those 
among the landlords who are exploiting the 
shortage. 
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A Strange View for the CIO 


CIO Economist Stanley Ruttenberg has come 
out with an idea that must make many an Amer- 
ican wistful in this season for the filing of in- 
come tax returns. To create more purchasing 
power and thus provide a deeper and stronger 

»foundation for the nation’s prosperity, Rutten- 
berg would exempt from the income tax all fam- 
ilies of four or more persons with an income of 
less than $4200 a year. He admits this would 
reduce the federal revenues by about $6,500,000,- 
000; but he believes it would ‘be well worth- 
while collecting this sum from other sources. 

Mr. Ruttenberg’s proposal is more sophisti- 
cated than the primitive sock-the-rich argument. 
He obviously thought twice before breaking into 
print with it. - Still, we believe he should have 


given it a third thought. The necessity for wide- 


spread purchasing power is acknowledged, and 
so is the proposition that taxes. ought to be levied 


on the principle of the ability to pay, Yet there

Mr, Symington’s Report

in his words: “It cannot afford the waste of its 
time and resources that are inherent in vacilla- 
tion and stop-and-start planning.” 

There are two things that Symington puts 
paramount: A 70-group air force (we now, have a 
60-group) and a “radar fence” around the coun- 
try to warn of air attack and direct the defense. 
The 70-group force is part of a four-year pro- 
gram and the money for it certainly should be 
appropriated as needéd unless the world situa 
tion changes radically. 2 

But this “radar fence” around the country pro- 
posal is another matfer. It would be very nice 
to have it and be able to know an enemy plane 
would be spotted before it could cross our boun- 
daries. But the cost, would run into millions, it 
would take thousands of soldiers to man and 
supply the chain. Even then it would give far 
from perfect protection. Radar, of course, is an 
invaluable warning device and should be set up 
in all strategic plates. ses 

The range of early warning radar sets is not 
more than 200 miles unless operating conditions 
are exceptionally good. (Radar has not pro- 
gressed much since the end of World War II and 
it is hardly likely that this nation has any un- 
usual surprise up its sleeve such as a 500-mile 
radar.) A chain would require dozens of ratiar sta- 
tions for the United States alone, to say nothing 
of those required for Alaska and other outposts. 

Representative Vinson, who will be chairman 
of the House Armed Services Committee, and 
who has introduced a bill for the radar fence, 
says the cost will be at least $50,000,000. Pos- 
sibly there would be a parallel in saying that a 
battleship would cost at least $500. 

There is no gainsaying that this country must 
be ready and willing to spend heavily for in- 
surance against war, but at the same time there 
is a limit set even by the most careful military 
considerations. 
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As to Freedom for Radio 

No doubt the federal radio law should be re- 
vised, since it was written 15 years ago, when 
frequency modulation and television were but 
gleams in scientists’ eyes. The new Congress, 
however, can hardly be guided by the report 
which Representative Harness’ special commit- 
tee submitted to the expiring Congress. 

The Harness report wants the law to “leave no 
question of the intent of Congress that radio 
must remain as free as the press.” To be con- 
sistent with this proposition, it should also have 
demanded an end of federal regulation in radio. 
Regulation is indispensable, because radio chan- 
nels are public property and limited in number. 
FM, which makes room for many more broad- 
casters, may eventually make it possible to ex- 
tend more freedom to radio. To the extent that 
a broadcast license remains a grant of monopoly, 
however, public regulation should continue on 
an effective scale. 

According to the Harness report, the Federal 
Communications Commission infringes on broad- 
casters’ freedom of speech. Three years ago the 
FCC did cite specific abuses in radio, particular- 
ly by way of excessive commercialism, and it in- 
vited the broadcasters to clean house. It also 
adopted the reasonable policy that a station’s 
past public services, or lack of public services, 
should be considered when its:license comes up 
for renewal. The Post-Dispatch remarked that 
the FCC has applied this rule very mildly, and 
the remark still stands. Ever since then, how- 
ever, some radio spokesmen have shed crocodile 
tears about “censorship,” and now the Harness 
report chimes in. | ; 

The Harness committee deplores the FCC’s 
considerable powers, but the ICC and other reg- 
ulatory commissions have similar powers. There 
is no way to avoid delegating such powers to 
them, for Congress cannot itself perform their 
expert, full-time tasks. The correct congression- 
al policy is not to make the FCC a mere figure- 
head, as the Harness report proposes, but to 
maintain a periodical review of its stewardship. 
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Sam Priest, for Example 

The Police Board presidency is a jealous task- 
master, and it is regrettable that H. Sam Priest 
finds it necessary. to resign because of the de- 
mands of his private employment. For Priest, 
with a minimum of fuss about it, has served this 
community very well indeed.

of 76 sea songs and chanteys. Color wood 
blocks and spirited pen drawings by Ed- 
ward A, Wilson make’ the rollicking tars, 
their saucy girls and their trim ships seem 
as lively as the tunes to which the words

The chantey (pronounced “shanty”) was 
sailor-made with the rhythm supplied by 
the task to be done, the wording simple 
and direct and the music as varied and 
spirited as the many moods of the sea.

Its Main Television Stage Will 


Be 49 Feet Long, 20 Feet High | 


KSD-TYV is now scheduled to begin full operation on April 1 of its 
new television studios in the million-dollar plant built for it, KSD and 
KSD-FM in the Post-Dispatch building. KSD and KSD-FM have 


been using their new studios since Nov. 22. 


KSD-TV will have its own main 
studio, a television program con- 
trol room, a projection room, two 
observation rooms, dressing rooms 
‘and a lounge for men and women 
entertainers. Executive offices, 
music library, news room an 
other facilities will be shared with 
KSD and KSD-FM. 

KSD-TV’s new studio or “sound 
stage” will be 24 feet wide, 49 feet 
long and 20 feet high. The un- 
usually high ceiling is necessary 
to make room for overhead light- 
ing equipment, background scenery 
and hanging microphones. Adjoin- 
ing the north wall of the studio, 
the television control room will be 
on the first floor. An observation 
room will be on the mezzanine 
ficor. Doors in the west wall of 
the studio will open into dressing

A one-foot strip of asbes- 
tos will be placed over the rock 
wool about 10 feet above the floor 
to protect the blanketing when 10- 
foot scenery is leaned against the 
walls.

The basic lighting of the studio 
| will be provided by 20 banks of 
‘fluorescent lights suspended from 
'a grid of iron pipes spaced four 
'feet apart and extending from 
wall to wall just below the ceiling. 
These overhead fixtures will be 
stationary and carry electric cur- 
rent to maintain a light level of 
200 foot-candles over the entire 
stage area. 

The grid of pipes will also carry 
six adjustable banks of incan- 
descent flood lamps for backlight- 


ing and supplementary overhead 
lighting. These lights will be con- 
trolled by a system of pulleys and 
cords easily manipulated from the 
floor of the studio. 

For front, side and special light- 
ing, KSD-TV will use five port- 
able focusing spotlights—two of 
2000 watts each and three of 750 
watts each. These will eliminate 
undesirable shadows or create ab- 
normally deep shadows for dra- 
matic effects and will be used as 
“spots” for vaudeville productions. 

Complete Staging Facilities. 

The stationary studio facilities 
and the flexibility of portable 
equipment will make it possible 
to have as many as four. stage 
settings in use at the same time, 
with each set properly lighted and 
“dressed” for its part in a video 
show, 

KSD-TV will have complete 
stage facilities for producing vir- 
tually every type of studio telecast, 
from an informal interview be- 
tween two persons over a tea table 
to elaborate musical and dramatic 
productions requiring large casts 
and many changes of scene. 

The studio will have four 
image orthicon cameras and six 
microphones and two transcrip- 
tion turntables. Two of, the 
“mikes” will be mounted on over- 
head booms, two will be suspended 
from the ceiling grid, and two 
will be interchangable on floor- 
and table-stands., 

Besides the four studio cameras, 
there will be a special camera in 
the projection room to telecast 
film shows. This projection room 
will be on the mezzanine floor. It 
will have a 16-mm, sound-film pro- 
jector, two slide projectors with 
automatic changers, a baloptican 
for = still picture projection, 
steel cabinets for storing films and 
slides and facilities for film edit- 
ing and auditions. Although this 
room will be a considerable dis-

The nerve center of KSD-TV’'s 
operations will be the control 
room, which will contain monitor- 


microphones, a master monitor, an 
off-the-air monitor, a synchroniz- 
ing generator, telephone switching 
equipment for remote and net- 
work programs, intercommunica- 
tion lines to the KSD-TV trans- 
mitter operator, cameramen, pro- 
jectionists, production assistants 
and technicians operating equip- 
ment for telecasts from locations 
outside the building. It also will 
contain a large platform for the 
‘program and technical directors 
who direct activities in the studio 
while a program is in progress, 
select the camera shots to be tele- 
cast and operate the camera- 
switching equipment, 

The control room floor will be 
three feet above the studio floor 
level to insure clear visibility 
through a large double-glazed win- 
dow by means of which the direc- 
tors and technicians will see ev- 
ery action of the performers and 
other personnel throughout the 
studio. 

Directly above the control room 
a clients’ observation room will 
seat 20 persons who may watch 
a video program on a television 
set screen or look down into the 
studio through a glass panel. 

Another observation room will 
extend 49 feet across the entire 
west side of the studio. This room 
will be for studio audiences and 
will seat 40 persons. The window 
areas of this observation room 
will be unglazed, so that laughter 
and applause by the studio audi- 
ence can be heard by the perform- 
ers on the stage below. 

When moving day arrives on 
April 1, KSD-TV will leave the 
temporary quarters in thg Post- 
Dispatch mechanical annex, which 
the station has occupied since 
Feb. 8, 1947, when it went on the 
air as the first completely pest- 
war equipped television station in 
the United States.

A countrywide project enabling 
radio listeners to broaden their

The base of the new enterprise 
will be a 17-week concert series 
titled Pioneers of Music by sym- 
phony orchestras throughout the 
country starting Saturday, Feb. 5. 

This series will trace the evolu- 
tion of orchestral music from the 
beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury to the present. 

The University of Southern Cal- 
ffornia will. issue weekly study 
guides, and will read, mark and 
return to home-study students all 
reports regularly submitted. A 
handbook written by Ernest La- 
Prade, NBC director of music re- 
search and network supervisor of 
Pioneers of Music, also will be 
issued, There will be a registra- 
tion fee of $10. 

Examples of Programming. 

The riew Pioneers of Music se- 
ries is designed as part of NBC's 
long-range plan to provide organ- 
ized education for people at home 


anywhere in the United States. 


Already under way is a home- 
study course in British and Amer- 
icah Hterature offered in, co-opera- 
tion with the University of Louis- 
ville with the Sunday “NBC Uni- 
versity Theater” as its basis, Ad- 
ditional] courses in economics, pol- 
itics and current affairs will be 
made available at a later date 
with other universities helping.

Good Video Service 
For Years Expected 
From Present Sets 


Many far-reaching developments 
are in the works for television, but 
industry leaders say sets now in 
use and being sold will give good 
service for years to come. 

Both the industry and the Fed- 
era] Communications Commission 
are operating on a policy of mak- 
ing changes and developments so 
as not to make present sets un- 
usable or obsolete. 

Among the major developments 
expected in the foreseeable future 
~—gome fairly soon and some sev- 
eral years away—are: 

1. Color television, still in the 
laboratories with prospects that it 
will be five or more years before 
it's ready for the public. 

2. The opening of new channels 
in the ultra high frequencies for 
television, which already is over- 
crowding the 12 channels now set 
aside for its use. 

$8. A gradual reduction of prices 
of sets due to improved techniques 
and mass production economies. 

4. Increased power of stations 
and greater sensitivity of sets, 
eliminating the need for bulky out- 
door antennas in many locations 
where they now are required. . 

5. A gradual increase in the size 
of viewing screens, with more sets 
that project their pictures onto a 
flat screen instead of showing the 
image on the face of the cathode 
ray tube. 

Color television is regarded 
the experts as in the indefinite 
future because of numerous prob- 
lems still to be solved. When it 
comes, sets to receive color tele- 
casts will be more expensive. It is 
not considered certain that all 
television will be converted to color 
any more than movies have been. 
Also, it's likely that whatever 
color system is adopted will en- 
able owners of present sets to 
recetve black and ‘white versions 
of color telecasts by means of in- 
expensive attachments to their 


sets.

Accentuating the visual appeal 
of a dramatic show for the home 
audience as television tries to do 
involves more than turning a 
camera on a scene, To produce a 
dramatic program for television 
requires more than double the 
time to prepare a top radio drama, 
The Television Theatre, which will 
go on KSD-TV Wednesday, takes 
a full week longer to produce than 
a radio show of similar content 


and length, 

Producing a Television Theatre 
show begins a month before the 
play is scheduled, The script edi- 
tor reads hundreds of stories, and 
screens them down to two or three 
for the producer, who makes the 


final choice. In judging a play, 
both the script editor and the pro- 


ducer look for-a tightly wrought 
drama: with a good degree of sus- 
pense and emotional impact. But 
they also must consider whether 
it is manageable within the re- 
strictions of television—one set, 
aew characters, condensable into 
an hour. Most important, the play 
must appeal to a small group of 
people sitting in the home. The 
script must have a quality of in- 
timacy. 

Once the play is chosen, the 
script editor and talent buyer 
attempt to obtain rights to it, 
often encountering a complicated 
legal tangle. When performance 
rights are obtained, the script 
editor, with the help of another 
writer, cuts the script to less than 
an hour’s running time—a tremen- 
dous task with a well-made play 
-written to run more than two 
hours. : 

When the script is completed, 
production falls chiefly on the 
casting director. On a Thursday, 
thirteen days before the telecast, 
the casting director confers with 
the producer about actors for the. 
show, Then he consults his files, 
an elaborate record of virtually 
all thé available actors in New 
York, culled from continuous au- 
ditions and surveys of theater 
and night club performers. Out 


categories such as “sophisticated”, 
“cute”, “pretty”, “plain”, “simple 
starry eyed” and “interesting”, the 
casting director selects on an 
average two candidates for a 
minor role and five for each lead. 
In general, Broadway stage ex- 
perience is required, a radio back- 
ground counting for little because: 
in television ability to move 
around on a set is vital and, be- 
cause television make-up is not 
yet as perfect as screen cosmetics 
and the audience gets a much 
closer view of the actors than 
in a theater, it is necessary that 
an actor really look his part. The 
casting director notifies his 
choices to appear the next day 
when auditions for the parts to 
be cast are held under. the super- 
vision of the producer. 

On the following Tuesday, the 
rehearsals begin. The actors re- 
port to the studio for the first run- 
through of the play. With the 
producer and two assistants, the 
actors sit around a table and read 
the script. They are given a day 
to become familiar with their lines 
before the second rehearsal on 
Thursday. At this rehearsal, the 
actors, with scripts In hand, walk 
through the play while the director 
blocks out the action. : 

After another day for the actors

School Series 


By Television 


N.B.C. and Educators 
Prepare for Pre-High 
Courses to Be Sched- 


uled 5 Days a Week. 


Organization of the first major 
television network enterprise in 
the field of daily education for 
children has been started by the 
National Education Association, 
the boards of education of New 
York City, Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore and the National Broad- 


casting company. 

A comprehensive series of tele- 
casts for children of pre-high 
school age is planned for Mondays 
through Fridays at 4:00 p.m. on 
the N.B.C. television network 
starting early this year. 

The series, which will be titled 
Stop—Look—and—Learn, will en- 
compass a wide range of subjects, 
including geography, history, gov- 
ernment, science, literature and 
music, with emphasis on enter- 
tainment features. 

All programs will be extended 
to cities as the NBC network ex- 
pands across the country. As the 
programs go to these cities, the 
NEA and co-operating boards of 
education will set up viewing ex- 
periments, with teachers and stu- 
dents utilizing the programs as a 
basis of stimulating interest in 
the subjects. Programs will be 
produced by the NBC Television 
Department under the over-all 
supervision of Norman Blackburn, 
national program director. 

The series has been planned for 
after-schoo] hours in order to tie 
together student, teacher and par- 
ent activities. Sterling Fisher, 
manager of the NBC Public Af- 
fairs and Education Department, 
will serve as over-all supervisor 
of the educational operations of 
Stop—Look—and—Learn. 

The Programs as Planned. 

Titles of the programs to be 
geen under the proposed plan are: 

Little Theater—a series of chil- 
dren’s plays adapted from the 
finest works of children’s litera- 
ture. 

Explorer’s Club—devoted to the 
study of geography and history 
through the co-operation of lead- 
ing explorers. It will present 
some of the immense collection of 
films prepared by explorers relat- 
ing to studies of geography and 
history. 

Your Uncle Sam—a series ex- 
plaining the work and activities 
of leading government depart- 
ments. Many of the activities to 
be included will be presented in 
the form of direct pickups from 
such places as the ite House, 
State Department, Supreme Court 
and Congress. It will cover the 
federal scene as well as the vil- 
lage, cities, counties and state 
governments,

quately Now Confronts the Educators 


N a half century, American education has developed from an 
| intimate mode of teaching into a problem of mass approach. 
Television, more than any previous technological development, 
confronts educators with a challenge in economics and human 


some other schools have experi- 
mental stations. 

So far the most promising de- 
velopment is the project of the 
school boards of Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and New York, in con- 
junction with the National Broad- 
casting Co. As reported in an- 
other column, this program will 
put regular week-day telecasts for 
elementary school children on the 
air on the East Coast network. 

The ‘project is one example of 
how schools might solve the ma- 
jor problem of high cost. By pool- 
ing resources, school systems in 
various cities could support ex- 
pensive programs, with expert in- 
structors, when the expense would 
be prohibitive for one city alone. 


Civilian agencies of government 
also are interested. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is planning 
programs to put actual farm pro- 
cesses, such as electric milking 
and home canning, on television 
receivers in the farm belt. Since 
television’s range is more restrict- 
ed than radio’s, it may be five 
years before there are enough re- 
ceivers on farms to make such 
programs practicable. But the 
federal agency believes that five 
years is little enough time to de- 
velop the myriad programs which 
will be required. 

The scope of educational tele- 
vision is difficult for the imagi- 
nation to define. There undoubt- 
edly will be industrial education 
in pickups from factories, voca- 
tional programs from offices, 
science classes from the great lab- 
oratories of the country, even law 
courses from school or courtroom.

lem, To make orchestral music 
interesting for viewers as well as 
listeners, television camera men 
have used pictures of the conduc- 
tor, angle portrayals of sections 
of the orchestra close-ups of in- 
struments, oe and other 
devices, But for educational pur- 
poses there is no reason why the 
music itself, the instrument, the 
score and the lecturer should not 
all be transmitted to the student. 


Television is the most inclusive 
communications medium in its 
ability to adapt all the devices of 
other media. Educators may take 
their pick from films, still pic- 
tures, books, newspapers, maps, 
charts, diagrams, musica] scores, 
scale models, laboratory appa- 
ratus, biological slides or any- 
thing that a camera can be 
focused on. 

Such eclecticism led John Stein- 
beck, the novelist, to assert that 
television combines elements of all 
previous communications systems. 
Steinbeck, who has gone into the 
video film business himself, 
speaks of television as “the most 
powerful means of communica- 
tions ever devised.” i 

Only one thing is missing from 
television education, in the final 
analysis, and that is the active 
presence of the student. The ideal 
of individual attention by instruc- 
tor to pupil is absent. Yet this is 
likewise impossible in most of 
the large urban schools where 
classes are so large that the teach- 
er is seen from a greater distance 
than from a living room chair 
before a video screen. 

If television can only approach 
the “learning by doing” so beloved 
of progressive educators, as com- 
pensation it offers learning by 
watohing, and greater impact. 
What of the little boy, not con- 
sidered too bright in school, who 
watched a television film about 
Hawaii and then proceeded to 
give his parents a detailed de- 
scription of the life and times of 
the pineapple?—J.L.

Video Studio 
Lighting Has 
Own Problems 


Television and theater? Basi- 
cally alike, they have radical dif- 
ferences, says .Monte Fassnacht, 
production manager for WENR- 
TV in Chicago. 

Fassnacht has many duties. He 
is in charge of lighting, property, 
sets, scenery, Make-up, costumes, 
for all television productions for 
the station and all Chicago-origi- 
nated programs for the ABC-Mid- 
west TV network. 

Costuming and scenery produc- 
tion for the theater and for tele- 
vision are practically identical, ac- 
cording to Fassnacht. The great- 
est difference between the two is 
in lighting and color. In TV, il- 
lumination must be from three to 
five times as strong as in a thea- 
ter. Because a television tube re- 
produces only two dimensions, 
lighting can be employed to give 
an illusion of depth which is not 
otherwise discernible. 

Lighting Not as in Theater. 

In the theater, most lights are 
stationary, but in video the lights 
must be in an almost constant 
state of change and adjustment. 
One set of TV tubes will require 
250-foot candlepower for a picture 
which is acceptable to the engi- 
neers for telecasting. Other tubes 
at times require 500 to 600-foot 
candlepower. In television, “model 
lighting” is more difficult since it 
takes a high candlepower to pene- 
trate the over-all lighting. 

In television, production of six 
programs in four hours or less is 
not uncommon, and for each pro- 
gram, sets and hting must be 
altered or changed. Although sets 
are changed in the course of one 
theatrical production, each play 
will be repeated for days, or 
| weeks, or, the producer hopes, for 
months and years. The video pro-

“It developed that the research 
that has been going on during 
the freeze has produced some 
promising results. Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, for example, be- 
lieves it now can pull up the 
venetian blind effect of co-chan- 
nel interference.” 

This interference on the air 
waves by television stations in dif- 
ferent cities operating on the same 
wave band was a major cause of 
the FCC’s order temporarily sus- 
pending grants of licenses to more 
video stations. According to Coy, 
a solution is in sight, and if that 
is so, new station construction 
may be resumed before long. 

As Coy described it, R.C.A., -has 
developed a system of using tele- 
phone wires to synchronize the 
signals or carrier currents of sta- 
tions on the same channel. This 
would permit assigning more sta- 
tions to the same channel or im- 
prove reception under present 
conditions. 

“This problem of interference, 
together with the increasing de- 
mand for additional] television 
channels, re-emphasizes the need 
for continued experimentation by 
the industry,” Cox said. 

Reviews Video Progress. 

In his address before the Tele- 
vision Broadcasters’ Association, 
Coy reviewed the progress of tele- 
vision in the past year, and specu- 
lated about the industry in 1949. 
Parts of his speech follow: 

“A year ago, we had 17 stations 
on the air. Today we have 48. A 
year ago we had 200,000 sets in 
the hands of the public. Today we 
have close to 1,000,000. In addition 
to the 48 stations on the air, we 
have 74 under construction. Be- 
sides those, we have 312 applica- 
tions pending. 

-“Tt has beén a year of notable 
television firsts. It saw the first 
Toscanini concert and the first 
broadcast of the Metropolitan Op- 
era. Television met the challenge 
of its first presidential campaign 
year, and covered itself with glory. 
In New York, the logistics of tele- 
vision are being spearheaded by 
the carpenter, the electrician, the 
plumber and the mason as they 
create new studio lebensraum for 
expanded operations. 

“The achievements. of the past 
year are all the more impressive 


“when we consider the hard work, 


the ingenuity and the zeal with 
which the men on the firing line 
have overcome countless handi- 
caps. They have often had insuf- 
ficient or makeshift equipment, 
crowded studio space, uncertain 
program sources, labor problems, 
property rights problems, relay 
problems and many other puzzling 
situations cropping up in a new 


Video National Pastime. 

“Television is rapidly becoming 
America’s national pastime. 

“Most of the 74 stations now 
under construction will be com- 
pleted during the coming year. 
That will give us a total of more 
than 100 stations actually in op- 
eration by the end of 1949. 

“Everyoneis entitled to a guess 
as to how many sets will be out 
by the end of 1949. I am willing 
to stand up and be counted on 
my guess. I think it will be at 
least 2,750,000. And, remember, 
most television sets have a lot 
more users than the families own- 
ing them. 

“And now I want to discuss for 
a moment the matter of televi- 
sion’s deportment. My own ob- 
servation is that up to now tele- 
vision, by and large, has striven 
for a good record in this regard. 

“I know that leaders of this 
swiftly growing industry are 
keenly conscious of the necessity

program from East to West or 
vice versa, so only one network 
can use the cable at any given 
time, 


Network Time Sharing. 


Until more coaxial cables are 
laid, probably by June, the NBC, 
CBS, ABC, Mutual and Dumont 
television networks must share | 
the one cable thus far laid. And | 
until each network has its own | 
affiliatec or owned television | 
statiors in the cities linked, a/| 
number of stations will telecast | 
some programs of two or more | 
chains. 


Video stations in New York, |

How Circuits Are Checked. 


In control rooms along the tele- 
vision networks technicians of the 
long lines department of the A. T. 

T. Co, daily line up and adjust 
the television facilities about three 
‘hours before broadcasts are sched- 
| uled to begin. Usually, 15 to 30 
minutes before a show is to start, 
test pictures and patterns are also 
sent out to stations about to 
receive the program. Such pre- 
broadcast tests are made to check 
the condition of the _ television 
signal, Also, during, the broadcast 
long lines technicians watch the 


monitoring equipment. 


They also make the. switches 
necessary to route television pro- 
grams along network channels. 
This operation demands split-sec- 
ond timing. Guided by the broad- 
casters’ schedules, the technicians 
must be prepared to add or cut 
stations from the Bell System net- 
works as well as to shift to what- 
ever station is to originate a pro- 
gram. The technicians must also 
test the performance, co-ordinate, 
and switch the accompanying 
sound channels, which are routed 
over separate circuits. 


Finally, the hundreds of ampli- 
fying devices in the television ter- 
minals and in the stations along 
the coaxial cable are periodically 
given routine performance tests to 
make sure they are in proper op- 
erating condition. The radio relay 
equipment undergoes similar in- 
spection and adjustment, 


Network Extension Plans. 


Current progress toward coast- 
to-coast television networks indi- 
cates that by 1952 some 250 sta- 
tions will be linked together. Co- 
axial cables and microwave relays 
will be extended from Richmond, 
Va., south to Miami, Fla., with a 
connection in Georgi: to Atlanta 
and thence westward through Bir- 
mingham, Shreveport, La., Dallas, 
Tex., 
Angeles, Calif., then northward to 
San Francisco, Portland, Ore., and 
Seattle. From this video line con- 
nections will be made to New Or- 
leans, Houston and San Antonio, 
Tex., Oklahoma City and Tulsa, 
Okla., and Albuquerque, N.M. 


St. Louis will be connected with 
this southern network by way of 
Memphis. 


Another television line will run 
from Chicago to Des Moines, Ia., 
Omaha, Nebr., Denver, Colo., Salt 
Lake City, Utah, and San Fran- 
cisco.

Wrong Color 
Use Can Ruin 


Video Progam 
Right Kind Needed 


Even if It Shows on 
Screen of Set as 


Black or White. 


Color, and intelligent use of it, 
are highly important in television 
and lighting effects. Color is need- 
ed for sharper definition and sep- 
aration to break up a continuous 
flat expanse and give the picture 
depth. 

Use of white is undesirable, 
George J. Stoetzel, CBS-TV light- 
ing consultant says. For, if used 
as a background, it makes faces 
black. The white kicks back into 
the lens, influencing the exposure 
and darkening the face. The more 
light is poured onto a face, the 
darker the face looks. 

Also, a white shirt or a white 
dress throws a black halo around 
the wearer. Conversely, black 
throws a white halo. So televi- 
sion producers who know their 
business stay away from white. 
To get the effect of a white shirt 
or dress, a bright yellow or a light 
blue is used. - — 

While the color range of televi- 
sion is from light gray to black, 
the effects cannot be obtained with 
gray and black on the sets. 
Strange as it may seem, colors 
must be used. 

Cases in Point. 

A case in point is in treatment 
of the set in Dione Lucas’s cook- 
ing program, for which Frances 
Buss, former St. Louisan, is the 
director. The window and _ all 
Walls are a bright yellow, and this 
gives a wonderful white kitchen 
effect. 

Green comes out as various 
shades of gray, according to the 
density of the prime color. Doro- 
thy Doan recently wore a knitted 
dress of a strong and definite 
green in a Vanity Fair show. The 
effect was exceptionally fine and 
texture details were clearly seen. 

In two “Studio One” plays, “The 

Storm” with Margaret Sullivan, 
and “Let Me Do the Talking” 
with John Conte, dark red in the 
gets gave a night effect inside a 
barroom. 
- It cannot be said that any color 
is good or bad. Too much of one 
color tends to monotony or flat- 
ness. 

Two recent scenes in “Face the 
Music” illustrated how proper 
use of color on set can accentuate 
the effect of depth, One was an 
exterior of the Casbah in Moroc- 
co, gay in pastels—light blues, 
light reds, going almost into pinks 
und a bright tan to give the effect 
of the sun shining on the walls. 
The other was a mountain scene 
in Switzerland, strong in greens 
and browns and blues for the 
mountains, using all the primary 
strong colors. 

One can paint any kind of color 
or combination on the set and get 
a good effect with proper lighting, 
whereas too much light washes 
out the color. 

How Light Is Used Counts. 

What really counts in delivering 
the best television picture is not 
how much light is used, but how 
i. is used. All-front lighting gives 
a flat picture. On the other hand, 
using a fluorescent light for the 
key and incandescents from the 
back and sides gives a rounded 
picture, one with depth and more 

definition. 

Examples of how properly 
placed fluorescents and incandes- 
cents maintain an even density

Dunninger Can 


Read Minds but 


It’s a good living he earns, but 
Joseph Dunninger, who is starred 
with Paul Winchell, the ventrilo- 
quist, in KSD-TV’'s Floor Show at 
8:30 Thursday nights, finds that 
his mind reading feats bring. him 
more grief than fun when he is 
not at work. 

“For instance,” he says, “when 
I arrive at a hotel, the clerk 
frequently won’t tell me the num- 
ber of the room that’s been re- 
served for me, I’m supposed to 
know. ' 

“When I go into the coffee shop 
later to eat, the waitresses don’t 
want to give me a menu. I'm 
supposed to know what's on it. 
I’m supposed ‘to know the prices, 
too, and the amount of my check.” 

Dunninger’s act, which has been 
presented throughout the country 
and in Europe, consists entirely 
of mind reading. demonstrations. 
But the impression prevails, he 
says, that he’s also a fortune tel- 
ler “and I can't tell any more 
ee the future than anybody 
else.” 

“Often when I'm changing 
trains,” he says, “if the porter 
recognizes me, he wants to know 
what number will come up next 
day. 

His “Pet-Peeve.” 


“One of the most frequent re- 
quests is for winning horses. I 
reply that you can’t read a horse's 
mind. Even if you could, the 
horse might have the best inten- 
tions in the world and lose to a 
faster horse or—like a woman— 
exercise the prerogative of chang- 
ing his mind during the race.” 
But Dunninger’s pet peeve is the 
person who calls on the telephone 
and says: “Dunninger, tell me 
who's calling?” 

He has had to have an unlisted 
telephone installed to get any rest. 
A typical Dunninger demonstra- 
tion is to ask who in the audience 
ig concentrating on certain in- 
itials. After the person stands, 
Dunninger then tells the full name 
that person had in mind, plus two 
or three additional thoughts. Then, 
perhaps, he will have the subject 
look in the back of his watch at 
the serial: number which Dunn- 
inger, on the stage, will repeat 
aloud. 

Dunninger admits that skeptics 
compose 90 per cent or more of 
his audiences—at least at the be- 
nning. But he has a standing 
10,000 reward posted for anyone 
who can prove that he uses con- 
federates or stooges, and says no 
one has claimed it yet,

Fashion writers gathered here 
from all parts of the country for 
their semi-annual survey of the

making ready-to-wear in New 
York for distribution to American 
stores, In addition to these major 
showings, many accessory and 
millinery designers are presenting 
their styles throughout a ten-day 
period.

What he means by that typical- 
ly dogmatic Shrdluvianism is that 
such conjunctions, unlike “and,” 
do not make the subject plural, 
Note the singular verbs in these 
correct sentences:

Mary’s dress, like her mother’‘s, 
is yellow. , . 

In other words, clauses like “to- 
gether with his letter” stand out- 
side the sentence ag parenthetical 
remarks which are not essential 
to the meaning. They do not, 
therefore, become additional sub- 
jects, 

In fact, many such sentences 
can be reworded, placing. the 
clause at the end, thus showing 
clearly that the clause affects 
neither the subject nor the verb: 
The man was invited, as well as 
his children. Mary’s dress is yel- 
low like her mother’s, The door 
opened and a woman entered with 
three children.

The representative 
of the Conservative party was 
against it, feeling, I gathered, that 
it would: be a useless gesture and 
would de more harm than good to 
human rights: The vote of the 
members of the Political Union 
was overwhelmingly in favor of 
adoption by ‘the United States. 

I enjoyed my contacts with both 
the younger boys and the older 
men, some of whom had been in 
tha war and were finishing their 
studies at Yale. There was a 
shad.w over the campus caused 
by the airplane tragedy in Seattle, 
in which so many returning Yale 
students were killed. The presi- 
Gent of the Political Union an- 
nounced that he had written to 
the families of the members of the 
union who had been in that ill- 
fated plane. Many of these boys 
had seen death in different parts 
of the world, but this must have 
seemed a useless tragedy.. From 
President and Mrs. Seymour down, 


I am sure there was no member 
of the faculty or of the student 
body who was not deeply affected

AFTER THE MEETING, some 
20 or 30 boys and one or two 
wives of G.I. students came back 
to the Seymour home and sat dis- 
cussing with me various questions 
before us today, It was a pleasant 
and interesting time, and I agree 
with President Seymour that the 
youth of today is more serious 
than some of those in recent gen- 
érations have been. 

I was grateful for the kind hos- 
pitality offered me, but a little 
ashamed when I found that Mrs, 
Seymour was up to see me off at 
7:45 in the morning! This seemed 
to mhe a gestur. of old-fashioned 
courtesy wnuich I deeply appreciat- 
ed. I had arranged to meet my

UR correspondent quotes this 
() saving in its classic form; to- 
day it is more often heard as 
“the good die young.” Throughout 
the centuries the expression of 


the idea has varied, although its | 


significance has remained the 
same for over 2000 years since the 
original Greek wording. 


When “Shakespeare wrote, in 
“Romeo and Juliet, “Well, Susan 
is with God; she was too good for 
me,” he only hinted at the essen- 
tial thought in this saying. An 
Englishman writing some decades 
earlier came closer to it in the 
line, “Whom God loueth best, 
those he taketh soonest.” 


That was an author by the name 
of Wilson, writing on the “Arte 
of Rhetoric” in 1553.. However, 
at this very time the ancient idea 
was alluded to as it was first ex- 
pressed by another now forgotten 
Englishman who said: “But 


among all others, saith the Greek | 


poet Menander, most happy are 
they and best beloved of God, that 
die when they are young.” The 
poet, Byron, in his “Don Juan,” 
writing in 1821, made the same 
reference to the saying’s source 
when he quoted, “ ‘Whom the gods 
love die young,’ was said of yore.” 


The source is the Greek of 
Menander, from a fragment of 
whose writings the Latin drama- 
tist, Plautus, paraphrased: “Whom 
the gods lpve died young, while 
he can enjoy health, tastes and 
senses.” .

I have no one else to help 
care for him. If I want 
to go out at night occasion- 
ally she fusses and fumes 
and says she’s tired out 
after having the kids all 
day. What do you think of 
a grandmother like this?

I’m sorry, but my sympathy is mainly with Grandma. She 
has reared her own family and had reason to feel she was 
entitled to a rest. But her daughters have been unfortunate 
and now she has to take up again the task of rearing babies 
after all these years. It is a pity, of course, that you and your 
sister are so situated that you cannot remain home and care 
for your children. You are most fortunate indeed to have a 
mother who will watch over them for you. There are hundreds 
of women who have no one and who go to work every day 
with heavy hearts because of worry about their youngsters. 
When your mother says she is tired out at the end of the day 
with watching babies, she is doubtless speaking the truth. It 
is not easy on a young person to be tied down to small children 
and their demands, to have to run after them all day, to be 
on her feet constantly, to have no time for recreation or to 
invite her soul. It is doubly hard on a woman who is in middle 
life, or old. If your mother must care for your boy all day it is up 
to you to see to it that he is disciplined, knows he must mind her, 
and in that way be as little worry to her as possible. Teach 
him that when you aren't there she is in your place and to 
be minded as such. After having had the children all day it 
is up to you and your sister to take over when you return 
from work, If either of you wants to go out in the evening, 
take turns doing so, and the one who remains at home can

The Remote No-Man's Land of Soso 


Reporter Visits Country Where Newt Knight Fought Confederates in Civil War

LAUREL, Miss., Jan. 10. 


NE who goes looking for the 
() Xo-ten's Land of Soso, where 

live the self-banished Knights 
of remote and questioned ances- 
try, is given cautious directions. 
You leave the highway and turn 
right and left, dawn a hill and up 
a hill and go as far as the road 
will take you and then ask some- 
body, for the land of the Knights 
is back in there and telling how 
to find it is hard. 


Hemmed in on all sides, where 
white and black Knights are 
many, live the Newt Knights, a 
peculiar people, who deny that 
they are Negroes and spurn as- 
sociation with them, and on the 
other hand are denied recognition 
as the whites that they claim to 
be. They are descended through 
devious channels from Captain 
Newt Knight, ruler in Civil War 
days of the likewise hemmed-in 
Free State of Jones, and on the 
other side from « woman, Negro 
or half-Negro, who bore his name 
because she “belonged” to him, 
Not descendants in a direct line 
from Captain Newt and Rachel 
but through the mingling of 
strains that sprang from the mat- 
ing of a son of Newt with a 
daughter of Rachel and the mat- 
ing of a daughter of Newt with 
a son of Rachel and coming on 
down, through various and con- 
fusing admixtures, to the fourth 
and fifth generations, emerging at 
last with white skins and seem- 
ingly less Negro blood than comes 
under the Mississippi law but with 
a taint on them that keeps them 
under the condemnation of Mis- 
sissippi’s social tradition. 


To Newt Knight, never a saint 
but their patron in the days of 
his power, calling himself their 
children’s grandpa, they proudly 
proclaim their allegiance, for he 
was a hero when, at the head of 
his men, he fought off the Con- 
federate cavalry that came raid- 
ing and kept the State of Jones 
— for the length of the Civil 

ar. 


The Free State of Jones came 
into being after the men of Jones 
county voted almost unanimously 
against seceding from the Union 
and under the leadership of their 
captain, Newt Knight, took their 
stand against the Confederates 
who surrounded them on all sides 
and defended their borders with 
shotguns and clubs until hostilities 
ended. When. peace had come there 
Was recognition from the grateful 
Federal Government for Captain 
Newt Knight. He was named Pro- 
vost Marshal with the power of 
Brigadier-General and the author- 
ity to call out troops to put down 
riots or other troubles, and later 
was Federal Revenue Collector. A 
great man was Captain Newt 
Knight and greatly to be honored 
ss all the Knights who came after 

m. 
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HE Free State of Jones was in 
war days the county of Jones, 
much larger than now, embrac- 

ing four present counties, one of 
them now named Jasper, the re- 
gion in which Captain Newt lived 
until his death and where his de- 
scendants still live in a community 
of their own that has come to be, 
in these times, as completely sur- 
rounded and self-sufficient as the 
Free State of Jones was in its day. 
Until now the land of the Newt 
Knights has been not so much 
hidden and unknown as disre- 
garded and disowned. Out back 
of there it was, where the Newt 
Knights chose to be alone and 
nobody chose to dispute their right 
to such isolation as they were 
pleased to impose upon themselves, 
even though it might have been 
said on their behalf that it was 
something that had been brought 
upon them rather than a matter 
of their choosing. It is rather a 
fine point that need not be pressed

because in a way it was mutual, 
the Newt Knights wanting. to have 
it that way and their encircling 
neighbors, if that is the right 
word, willing for it to be that way. 
It is an area of small farms, a 
few miles each way, with borders 
not clearly defined because of in- 
termingling and the breaking 
down of barriers around the ser- 
ried edges, 

There in the midst of it lived 
Captain Newt Knight in the “big 
house” with its fireplace chimney, 
though it wasn’t very big except 
by comparison with the cabins 
that he built across the branch 
for Rachel and later for her 
daughter, Georgia Ann, because 
they “belonged” to him. He was 
never one to have slaves, for on 
that issue he had fought the South, 
put Rachel had been brought from 
Georgia by a kinsman who found 
himself with more Negroes than 
he needed and turned her over to 
Newt for care and -.eeping. For 
one reason or another he installed 
her in a cabin of her own and 
later on, when her daughter Geor- 
gia Ann had come to comely ma- 
turity, made similar provision for 
her. It may have been, in this 
case, that Newt’s wife, Serena, 
objected to having Georgia Ann 
at the big house, for there came 
a time when dissension arose and 
Serena was driven forth, finding 
refuge with her son, Tom, who 
holds to this day a grudge against 
Georgia Ann and all her kind be- 
cause, as he says, she got the 
upperhand of his mother and 
drove her to separate from his 
father. That was why he was 
willing to testify, when Davis 
Knight was on trial for marrying 
a white woman, that the boy’s 
great grandmother, Rachel Knight, 
was a full-blooded Negro. 


After his white wife left him 
Newt would have married Georgia 
Ann and he did try to get a li- 
cense but it was refused. After 
that he lived out his days in the 
big house or in Georgia <Ann’s 
cabin, according to his notion, 
ruler to the end of the commu- 


‘nity as he had been ruler over 


the Free State of Jones. More 
patriarch than ruler, though, be- 
cause, as hig people say, he was 
good to them and gave them wise 
counsel. 


There was some fear of him, 
though, among the children, for 
tales were told of the many men 
that he had xilled. Nancy Knight, 
copper-colored daughter of John 
Knight, who has no use for “white 
niggers,” tells about that. She 
and some other children were 
passing the big house in June ap- 
ple time and Newt came down to 
the fence as they were passing 
and offered them some of the 
fruit. They held back, afraid of 
him, and Nancy made bold to tell 
him why. They had heard the 
old folks say that Capn. Newt in 
his day had killed a man down at 
the edge of the swamp. 

“That, child,” said Newt, “was 
a long time ago. It was war time. 
Me and some of my men was 
sleepin’ on the porch. The Con- 
fed cavalry come and cut loose 
our horses. I fired a gunshot and 
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You can’t talk to me ike thet, Mr, Wamp! tr 5 mecseats snails 
for you, T'd quit.” 


a man fell. Then we took to the 
swamp. It wasn’t nothin’ a-tall. 
You children don’t need to be 
feared of me. I’m your grandpa.” 

After that the children were 
not afraid of him because if he 
was their grandpa he couldn’t be 
very bad. And Nancy adds her 
testimony: “He was a good old 
man even if he did some things 
that was bad.” 

It is Nancy who tells how the 
end came to Grandpa Newt. 
Rachel had died in 1889 and had 
been given burial by Newt in the 
family cemetery. Georgia Ann 
had lived on in her cabin. Now 
it was the winter of 1922 and 
Captain Newt ‘was 93 years old 
but, as Nancy says, he shore was 
spry. He went over to Georgia 
Ann's cabin and up on the gal- 
lery and cut a jig step and said 
he had never felt better in his 
life. Then he sat down there on 
the gallery, for the day was 
warm, and died. 


| oe ae 
HEY knew where to bury him 
because once when he was 
helping to clean up the ceme- 
try he had placed a block on a 
spot near a cedar tree and had 
said: “When I die bury me here. 
This will be my home.” 
There was testimony at the 
trial of Davis Knight, great 
grandson of Rachel Knight, 
charged with. marrying a white 
woman, that Newt and Rachel 
were buried side by side, but the 
gravestones do not bear that out. 
The graves are near together but 
in different rows and that. of 
Georgia Ann is a little way apart. 
It was the way of nature that 
the generations of Newt Knights, 
which was their tribal name, grew. 
up as intermingled whites and 
blacks, for they were descendants 
of Captain Newt, who was white, 
and Rachel, the black or almost 
black woman who belonged to 
him, but through the years their 
skins grew lighter and lighter, for 
they cherished their lineage from 
Captain Newt and kept them- 
selves apart from the line of 
Rachel and there were white men 
who looked with favor on the 
daughters of the Newt Knights, 
though their skins were copper 
and their eyes were the greenish- 
blue with a brown cast that be- 
trays mixed origin however fair 
the skin. 
The Knight men who were 
proud to call themselves descend- 


ants of Captain Newt were care- 
ful in their mating so as not to 
hinder their emergence into full 
racial freedom.

Fix It Yourself

Insulating Heating Lines. 
E should have written this 
W column last October but at 
that time we were busy do- 
ing something else. We can’t quite 
remember what it was now but 
you can bet your bottom dollar 
it was pretty important. Anyway, 


if your basement is the warmest - 


part of your house and your heat- 
ing pipes are uninsulated you 
should insulate them now so that 
some of that heat can get upstairs 
or wherever you want it. 

Hot water and steam heating 
lines are usually covered with a 
material called asbestos air cell 
insulation. This comes in sections 
36 inches long and in different di- 
ameters depending on the size pipe 
to be covered, The sections are 


split down one side so they can be. 


slipped right over the pipe. After 
this the seam down the middle as 
well as the joint between sections 
is sealed with a little canvas flap. 
Strips of metal are placed around 
the insulation every 18 inches to 
give additional support. Valves 
and other fittings which can’t be 
covered with this insulation are 
coated with asbestos cement. 
Pipes should be clean before the 
insulation is applied and it is not 
necessary to insulate the return 
line on a two-pipe steam heating 
system, 

Warm air ducts can be covered 
with three layers of asbestos 
paper. You just wrap the paper 
around the pipes and hold it there 
with pieces of wire. It’s a good 
idea to remove this asbestos pa-

W feat a doubled game contract 
in today’s deal, but he missed

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North’s spade raise on only two

West opened the heart king 
and continued with the ace, De- 
clarer ruffed, and recognizing the 
vital need for getting his long 
side suit started, returned the 
club queen. His selection of that 
high card had precisely the ob- 
jective that was gained when 
West, seeing no reason to hold 
up his ace, took the trick. The 
club king .was promptly un- 
blocked from dummy. 

West led another heart and this 
time declarer discarded a club. 
Since dummy was now out of 
hearts, West shifted to a dia- 
mond. Declarer won with the 
diamond king and led the spade 
Six to the nine, finessing against 
the jack which he considered 
marked in West’s hand for his 
double, The nine holding, the 
spade king was cashed; then 
South returned to his. own hand 
with a club, drew West’s remain- 
ing trumps, and claimed his con- 
tract with good clubs. 

To repeat, West could have 
brokén the contract in two differ- 
ent ways. One way was to refuse 
the first club trick, thus depriv- 
ing South of a vital entry to his 
own hand. The second way, after 
winning the club trick, was to 
lead another heart, even though 
dummy was now void in the suit.

ROBABLY few people are still 
P living who can remember their 

grandmothers or great-grand- 
mothers making hominy for which 
they first had to make lye by 
slowly pouring water over wood 
ashes heaped into a crudely con- 
structed wooden ash hopper. This 
very caustic lye had two major 
uses—for preparing hominy and 
making soap. The lye we buy to- 
day in cans has to be handled 
with extreme caution just as it 
was then, for it sears the skin 
immediately on contact. 

Lye has a corrosive effect on 
aluminum but has little or no ef- 
fect on iron or enamelware. Con- 
tainers made of either of these 


use in making hominy. 

The corn is cooked in a weak 
lye solution until the outer skins 
on the kernels and the black coat- 
ing over the germs are removed. 
Naturally in so doing the lye does 
penetrate through the corn. That’s 
the reason for the many, many 
rinsings in clear water. This rins- 
ing also makes the effect on the 
hands no more thar that of a 
very strong soap. 

Even so, not all the lye is rinsed 
out, but the faint Iye flavor re- 
maining is enjoyed by those of us 
who have grown up with a liking 
for lye hominy, pretzelg or lute- 
fisk, that Scandinavian delicacy 
in which codfish is soaked in lye 
solution. 


Hominy and Vienna Sausages 


Two cans Vienna sausage, No. 
2% can hominy, salt. Heat Vienna 
sausages in skillet. When heated 
through, remove to a plate to keep 
warm. Turn the undrained hom- 
iny into the skillet containing the 
hot liquid from the sausages. Coek 
over low heat, crushing the hom- 
iny well with a potato masher, 
then stirring occasionally until 
heated through and the liquid has 
been absorbed. Season with more 
salt if desired. Turn hominy into 
a heap in center of a hot platter 
and arrange hot sausages around 
it. Four to five servings.
